YALE HEAD SAYS ‘RAUCOUS 
FORCES” ASSAIL GOVERNMENT 


Declare They Magnify Its Alleged 
Futility in Times of 
Crisis. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 18.— 
President James Rowland Angell 
today told the 617 graduates of three 
divisions of Yale University that 
they “are faring forth into a world 
where shrill and raucous voices 
still heard assailing the foundations 
of our government.” 

He asserted: “These critics have 
magnified its (government) alleged 
futility in time of crisis and its in- 
ability to adjust itself promptly to 
the complexities of our contempo- 
rary world, where agriculture and 
industry clash; where labor and 
capital cross swords; where eco- 
nomic security and rugged individ- 
ualism find reconciliation difficult; 
where the spirit of the national 
good will and co-operation struggles 
vainly with a truculent nationalism. 

“No intelligent person can pre- 
tend that democracy as we know it 
in the United States has not been 
guilty of gross blunders and innu- 
merable shortcomings. But with all 
of its defects, contrast our repub- 
lican form of government with that 
of any of its autocratic neighbors 
and who can hesitate for an instant 
‘in making his choice, or who can 
doubt that, with patience and intel- 
ligence and good will, we shall find 
the way out of our troubles?”

The news stories for which David Darrah. Rome 
correspondent of the Chicago Tribune, was expelled 
from Italy take on great significance in the light of 
the action against him.

It was ao unanswerable that it is doubtful 
whether his principles can be made a par- 
tisan issue. No one is taking the other side. 

For, though Mr. Lowden stated without 
qualification, aa if it were a fact, that “it is 
now proposed to strike down once and for 
a'l that great (Federal) principle” and that 
“this is to be accomplished by an amend- 
ment to the Constitution,” the President is 
being accused of being unsportsmanlike, de- 
featist and of “trving to crawfish away from 
this fundamental issue’ precisely because 
he hag proposed no amendment and has s¢t 
out to obey the decision of the court 

The effort to make your opponent take 
an untenable position so that you can de- 
stroy him easily is a well-known rhetorical] 
device. A very striking instance of it ig to 
be found in the debates between Douglas 
and Lincoln. The debate, it was recalied. 
turned frequently on the Dred Scott deci 
sion, with Lincoln taking the view that the 
decision was to be obeyed, but that it was 
not to be regarded as the last word on ‘the 
question of slavery. Judge Douglas tried to 
make out that Lincoln wished to abolish 
the rights of the. states.

One would suppose that those who wish 
to defend the Constitution would rejoice be- 
cause the President did not, because he was 
disappointed and his pride was hurt, decide 
to lead an assault on the Constitution. Or- 
dinarily, it is considered a virtue not to act 
on impulse, but rather to have a sober sec- 
ond thought.:-Ordinarily, too, it would be con- 
sidered highly reassuring to know that 
neither party is proposing to destroy the 
Constitution. But in this curious case, the 
defenders of the Constitution are insisting 
that the President ought to have lost his 
head and ought to be proposing to destroy 
the Constitution. 

If they keep on, they will cause several 
voters to suspect that they are looking for 
a political issue. 

On its merits, the question of the distribu- 
tion of power under a federal government 
is not 2 simple .one, and I. should suppose 
that Mr. Lowden would not think of shying 
that the question is easily settled hy the 
terms of the Constitution and the decisions 
of the Supreme Court. 

A good illustration of the difficulty—one 
which has nothing to do with the New Deal, 
with property, commerce, labor or capital— 
has just been furnished by the Weyerhaeus- 
er kidnaping case. The crimé was commit- 
ted in the State of Washington. Two of the 
kidnapers were caught in the-State of l'tah, 


A third was, at last accounts, being pur- 
r 


sued in the State of Montana. The arrests 
were made by Federal agents in Salt Lake 
City. The prisoners were held under a Fed- 
eral law until they could be returned to the 
State of Washington, where they are to he 
tried under the Federal law. In the mean- 
time, the other suspect is being pursued by 
Federal agents and by State and local po- 
lice, and the warrant against him charges 
that he used the United States mails to ex- 
tort money. 

Now, anvone who wishes to he a thor- 
oughly strict constructionist can argue with 
much force that there is nothing in the Con- 
stitution which authorizes the Federal Gov- 
ernment to hunt down kidnapers. Until the 
Lindbergh case, the Federal Government 
never had taken upon itself the duty of 
hunting down kidnapers. 

Yet no one, certainly not Herbert Hoover. 
would suggest that the activities of J. Ea- 
gar Hioover be suspended. For it is evident 
io everyone that state and local police alone 
cannot cope with criminals who use high- 
powered automobiles, express trains and air- 
planes, and that the national Government 
has to take a hand.

This does not prove that state and loca! 
police should be abolished or that there 
should be one police force for the whole 
United States or that state lines are obso- 
lete or that the federal principle is doomed. 
or that the Constitution has to be amended. 
It proves that when there is a clearlv dem- 
onstrated need—as there is in the pursuit 
of kidnapers—it is necessary and possible to 
alter somewhat the balance of powers as 
between central and local government. This 
has been done many times for 100 years, 
and so long as it is done with consideration 
and in detail, not hysterically and whole- 
sale as in the eighteenth amendment or in 
the NRA, the Federal principle is quite flex- 
ible enough to permit it. 

If a Federal Constitution is to survive, it 
must be flexible enough to permit it. Where, 
for example, but in the doctrine that the 
American Government is adequate to anv 
need of the nation, did Mr. Hoover find 
the constitutional power to lend monev to 
railroads and banks and to states for the re- 
lief of unemployment? Where did he find 
the power to put pressure upon the Reserve 
System to inflate the base of credit? Where 
did he find the power to tell industry not 
to reduce wages, to tel! it to shorten hours, 


to tell farmers not to plant so much cotton 


and wheat” 

He found it in the COrVICctiOnN, whith he 
deciared in his speech of acceptance in 1932 
that “the function of the Federal) Govern- 
ment in these times is to use its reserve 
powers and its strength for ‘the protection 
of citizens and local governments by sup- 
port of our institutions against forces be

| The problem of federalism is a real one 
but it cannot be reduced to a simple issue 
and, dramatized for partisan Purposes. There 
is no public man alive today who has not 
at one time favored an extension of the 
Federal power and at another resisted ‘it.

The Missouri at St. Charles had 
dropped to 29,8 feet at 7 o’¢lock this 
morning, or 4.8 feet above flood 
level—a fall of 6 of a foot in 24 
hours and of 5.3 feet from the crest 
reached June 7. The gauge at Her- 
mann, Mo., was 23.3 feet, or 2.3 feet 
above flood line, a fall of .7 of a 
foot. In the Mississippi the only re- 
ports above flood stages were from 
Chester, Ill., and Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., at each of which points the 
reading was only about 18 inches 
above flood levels. At St. Louis che 
reading was 26.8 feet, or 3.7 feet 
below flood stage, a fall of 1.1 feet.

Forcing the baby to eat or finish 
his bottle when he doesn’t want to, 
may result in the same thing. In 
hot weather the babys appetite is 
capricious just as yours is and forc- 
ing much food on him simply 
results in @ revolt. 

The treatment of these intestina! 
troubles depends on the severity of 
the condition. All that may be nec- 
essary, in mild cases, is to reduce 
the amount or number of feedings 
Cereals or cod liver oil or other 
solid foods should be discontinued 

Water is the most important thing 
to give the sick baby. The heat and 
the loss of water in the stools thor- 
oughly dries him out. The water 
should be boiled and then cooled 
and fed by a medicine dropper or 
bottle, or the physician may even 
decide. to give it hypodermically 
if the stomach is too upset. 

In severe cases, all food, except 
water and well cooked barley water 
should be stopped. A baby can go

a long time without food if it gets | 


enough water. 

Cathartics usually should not be 
given. If the baby is known to have 
received some spoiled milk, a smal! 
dose of castor oil should be given, 
but it is best to attempt to treat 
the summer intestinal troubles 
without the use of medicines
